Jesus Christ has a Church. Turn 
with me to Matt. 16:18, and we find 
these words, “And I say also unto 
thee, That thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my church; and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.”

Greetings From Dark Japan: 

I would have written you before, 
but I haye been very busy studying 
the famguage, it is very hard but 1 
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am learning very well. I have nearly 
finished my second booW of ‘characters 
so I can also read a little. I have a 
private teacher and take a lesson 
each day. It is very necessary to be 
able to speak the language but I now 
speak through an interpreter at our 
meetings. 


We hold many meetings a week at 
different places. Some 
heard the gospel before, just think of 
it, never even heard; oh, I am_ so 
glad to be able to tell them about Je- 
sus who died for them on the cross. 
They are so anxious to hear. We have 
meetings at Osaka, (next to Tokyo 
in its population) which is about an 
hour’s ride from here. Several hun- 
dreds of people come Sunday after 
Sunday to hear the gospel. It is an 
excellent location as it is on the 
theater street. The first’ time I spoke, 
there were twenty-four that stayed 
after service for prayer and several 
of them got up and testified that they 
were saved but of course we never 
can tell how many were saved until 
the great day, but we had a real wit- 
ness that some of them were saved. 


~A few weeks ago Brother Barber 
baptized eighteen bright converts at 
Yodogawa river at Osaka, they came 
out of the water starting’to testify 
to the lager crowd that came to wit- 
ness the baptism. Praise His name! 
The river is a very large one, but 
dirty like Jordan. 

We don’t have much time to our- 
selves. I will remain in this city all 
summer, sO many have gone to the 
mountains. But Jesus is coming soon 
and what we are to do must be done 
quickly. The powers of darkness are 
great here and idol worship on every 
hand. 


I am living with Mr. and Mrs. Bar- 
ber for the present until Mrs. Taylor 
gets back. I have the up-stair rooms. 
The Japanese houses are not like our 
houses in America. They are all open, 
and at night we have to close them 
all up. Rent is very high, so by living 
with them it makes it cheaper for 
both of us. I do mp own cooking. Liv- 
ing is also very high as every thing 
has to be shipped in. 


The Japanese live so differently 
from what we do, but it is cheaper, I 
am eating some of their things but 
you have to learn to like them first. 
They use no furniture and they sit 
on the floor, also eat and sleep there 
too. They wear wooden sandals with 
out stockings and when they come. in- 
side the house they take them off, 
and go with bare feet, even go into 
the meeting house without any stock- 
ings or sandals on. That is their cus- 
tom, I have to take off mine and go 
in my stocking feet. They never 
shake hands, but bow very low sev- 
eral times as they meet /or depart. 
The men wear very little clothes and 
the women wear light weight kimo- 
nas and no hat, they always have a 
light colored parasol and fan, a 
furoshiki or a large handkerchief to 
carry all their bundles in. They carry 
their babies.on their backs. They-are

tied. on.

Oh, so oiten we hear the 
prayer Jesus taught His disciples to 
pray misquoted in a way to change 
its meaning. Recently I heard a man 
with a D. D. attached to his name 
i repeat the prayer with his congrega- 
tion and was surprised that they 
made two mistakes. One that’ perhaps 
thousands of people make every day. 
Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven and forgive us our trespasses 
as we forgive those who trespass 
against us. The Bible says “in earth,” 
meaning, I think, our earthly bodies. 
“And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors.” Matt. 6:10-12. Anc 
in Luke 11:4, He says “And forgive 
us our sins; for we also forgive every 
one that is indebted to us.”

They usu- 
aly say we are not permitted in pub- 
lic and we iaarned long ago it was 
homemade. 

No. 25. Almost ali tongue fighters 
will misquote Paul in 1 Cor. 14:19. 
They are as badly mixed up as the 
old man was on “top not come down.” 
Our opposers never say “in the 
churgh,” neither do they put in the 
words, “That by my voice I might 
teach others rlso.”” When you read 
the entire verse you will see there is 
a vast difference in .¢ and the home 
made quotation. 

Perhaps should [ give more time 
te the subject I could think of many 
more but I am quite sure this is 
enough to put even some of our 
preachers to reading. Should you 
find any of the above sayings in your 
Bible, I will deem it a favor if you 
will write me giving me chapter and 
verse. I know I am very ignorant in 
the preeious Word but I believed I 
am correct on these. 

I nyake the Bible my daily study 
and I love and prize it above all in 
this world. 

Let us study it more and be sure 
we are not adding to or taking from 
its sacred teachings.

“Go through, go through the gates” 
prepare ye the way of the people, 
cast up, cast up the highway; gather 
out the stones; lift up a standard for 
the people.”

I 
am afraid that there are some people 
who are going to a worse place than 
a jail house, because they have low- 
ered the standard of the Church of 
God for it is God’s standard. 


“Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, 
I will lift up mine hand to the Gen- 
tiles, and set up my standard to the 
people: and they shall bring thy sons 
in their arms, and thy daughters 
shall be carried upon their shoulders.” 
Isa. 49:22. 


“So shall they fear the name of the 
Lord from the west, and his glory 
from the rising of the sun. When the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, the 
Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a 
standard against him.” Isa. 59:19. 


Some will say the Church of God 
was set up by man and of course 
they call the man’s name who is crit- 
icised all the time. In the latter part 
of the verse, it says the Spirit of the 
Lord shall set up a standard so the 
Spirit of God is in this Church. “De- 
clare ye among the nations, and pub- 
lish, and set up a standard; publish, 
and conceal not: say, Babylon is 
taken, Bel is canfounded, Merodach 
is broken in pieqes: her idols are 
confounded, her images are broken 
in pieces.” Jer. 50:2. Praise God for 
the standard. : 

Brothers and sisters, we must not 
lower the standard, there are 80 
many so-called standards in the world 
but there is only one way and one 
standard. Listen, “But though we, or 
an angel from heaven, preach any 
other gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached uato you, let 
him be accursed.” Gal. 1:8. Think 
how Paul preached the Church of God, 
tongues etc. 

If you are a Bible reader you know 
or should know that Paul did not 
preach that the Church was in heaven. 
In 1 Cor. 1:2, Paul ts writing to the 
Church at Corinth. If Paul preached 
this, what did he say about the one 
who preached any other gospel? He 
said, “Let him be accursed.”
